There was « disyraceful scene at a 
meeting up at Santa Rosa last Monday 
night, at a Republican meeting at which 
Governor Perkins and Senator Miller 
spoke.

But 
the large crowd acted so well that the 
attempt failed. At the close of the 
meeting Whipple again attempted to 
create a disturbance, and again bre was 
compelled to desist. A long account of 
it was telegraphed to the Examiner by 
Whipp 
praised him for the rufflanism. But later 
accounts report that the Democrats at the 
meeting repudiated Whipple’s conduct, 
and they feel indignant at the outrage. 
Whipple felt forced to come out in 
card of explanation, in which he admit- 
ted his grievous fault.

tion. But Governor Irwin and the 
Democratic Legislature a. ade it a felony |. 
to do this, on the part of workingmen, 
while every other class could meet and 
speak as they wished. And under that 
law workingmen here in San Francisco 
were sent to prison as felons and con- 
victs for having met and made speeches 
at the Sand-lot. This is a specimen of 
Governor Irwin’s sincerity upon the 
monopoly and labor questions. Senator 
Farley, the Know Nothing leader with 
Judge Terry, in former days, is also 
waking campaign speeches to induce 
workingmen aud adopted citizens, Irish- 
men particularly, to vote the Demo- 
crutic ticket. He wants to make sure 
of his own re-election. He has been 
the persecutor and enemy of laboring 
men aud Irishmen all his lifetime. They
